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NATURE'S RELATION 
TO AGRICULTURE 1S 
TOLD BY AN EAPERT 


Prof. M. A. Bigelow of Co- 
lumbia University Gives 
Views on Teaching Funda- 
mentals of scan |

CITES GREAT VALUE 


Prof. Maurice A. Bigelow of Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University and editor 
of the Nature-Study Review, thinks that 
the study of agriculture in the schools 
should not be pursued along vocational 


lines too early. His views on nature 


atudy as a groundwork for technical 


ayricultural work were instructively set 
forth recently in a lecture upon the rela- 
tion of nature study to school agricul- 
ture, in which he spoke substantially as 


follows: 

“Nature study is accepted as a conve- 
nient term for simple observational study 
of common natural objects and processes 
and independently of the characteristic 
organization of technical branches. It 
has come to be regarded as the proper 
point of view for all studies of nature in 
clementary schools. 

“The term ‘agriculture’ commonly re- 
fers to the technical study which is best 
developed in high schools and colleges, 
when introduced into elementary 

under this head the teaching 
imitates the work of the higher 
schools. The tendency is to omit all 
study not of economic interest in con- 
nection with the business of agriculture, 
and many-*«chools have substituted tech- 
nical agricultural studies for many na- 
ture study topics not of economic value. 
This is wrong. Pupils should have an 
all-around training. Butterflies, wild 
flowers, stars, rainbows and other things 
of aesthetic value should have a place, 
and especially in the education of the 
country child whose aesthetic apprecia- 
tion of the world in which he lives should 
be developed. 

“The elementary school should deal 
with fundamentals of education good for 
all children, and not attempt to special- 
ize in any phase of vocational education. 
Moreover, much of the attempted spe- 
cialization in agriculture for children 
under 12 should be criticized because 
social and economic factors will inevit- 
ably foree a certain percentage of the 
bright boys and girls into occupations 
other than farming, and therefore ele- 
mentary education should deal with 
things of general interest. 

“This means that many materials 
‘md proeesses connected with agricul- 
ture may be profitably woven into the 
nature study of elementary schools. But 
the method and spirit of the best nature 
study, and not that of the high school 
and college. disciplines should be fol- 
lowed; and it will avoid much confusion 
if we designate such work for pupils be- 
low the eighth grade agricultural nature 
study, rather than elementary agricul- 
ture. | 

“Agriculture, in our larger conception 
of its contents, is a new educational 
term. It involves all that part of educa- 
tion which fits man to make the most of 
his terrestrial environment. The earth 
also is to this generation a “new earth.” 
Our children, who will be the men and 
women of the next generation, ought to, 
and will, if we do our duty, have a richer 
inheritance than we have, in the earth 
which the Creator has given to the chil- 
dren of men. In this sense every child, 
country or city bred, should be taught 
something of agriculture. 

“It will sometime be a matter of re- 
proach not.to know something of soils, 
plants, animals; something of rain, 
winds, tides; something of plowing, 
seeding, prafting, hybridizing; something 
of foods, ventilation, sewerage; some- 
thing of road making, marketing, trans- 
portation—something, and ever more and 
more, about living a full human life in so 
far as it is affected by rural conditions. 

“Thus far education has to,do with the 
training of youths from all habitats and 
of all classes and conditions. More than 
this would come under the head of voca- 
tional training, and should be optional 
with those who are manifestly tending 
toward a life of practical farming in 
some one of its many branches. 

“But the school, and especially the 
high school, could without infringing upon 
its main work give such an outline 
course of instruction in practical agri- 
culture as to enable those who choose it 
as a vocation to choose it intelligently 
and te enter upon it not only with a 
will, but with fundamental and most 
helpful knowledge.”

WITHIN TEN YEARS 
FLYING MACHINE {0 
TOCARRY Tit MAIL 


So Predicts Inventor Edison, 
but He Thinks the Aero- 
plane Type Will Not Meet 
Requirements. 
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WHAT IS NECESSARY 
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Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, in a 
recent interview expresses the opinion 
that the aeroplane, despite its present 
apparent prestige, is not an ideal flying 
machine, and is destined to prove a 
failure as a practical air-navigating 
device, 

On the other hand he predicts that 
within 10 years flying machines, differ- 
ing essentially from the Wright and 
Bleriot types, will be carrying the mails 
at a speed of 100 miles an hour. 

Mr. Edison projects his vision into the 
future for the purpose of conjecturing 
to what new achievements the discoveries 
of Bleriot, Wright brothers, Latham and 
others will lead. He foresees the com- 
mercial success of the air machines, but 
declares that for sometime they will be 
the playthings of sport. 

They carry too much weight in motors, 
he says, for“the power the motors pro- 
duce. There must be lighter motors 
capable of developing many times the 
power now produced by the motors: of 
the aeroplane and monoplane. 

“We are face to face with aerial navi- 
gation,” the inventor says, “face to face 
with it on a seale of which we have 
never dreamed. In 10 years flying ma- 
chines will be used to carry the mails. 
They’ll carry passengers, too. They will 
go at a speed of 100 miles an hour. 
There is no doubt of it. Anything within 
reason can be accomplished. The com- 
mercially successful flying machine is 
within reason. It’s got to come. 

“My criticism of the aeroplane type 


of flying machine,” he continued, “is 
that it is a machine for sports. The fly- 
ing problem now consists of 75 per cent 
machine and 25 per cent man. That’s not 
right. The commercially successful fly- 
ing machine must be a device that any 
man of intelligence can learn to operate 
within a reasonable time, and, having 
learned, the performance of the machine 
must be certain, too. . 

“Little or nothing must be left to the 
peculiar skill of the operator. And it 
must not be a machine that can go out 
only when the wind is just so. It must 
be a machine that can go out when the 
time-table says it should go, regardless 
of conditions. 

“I don’t believe the aeroplane will ever 
measure up to these requirements. [I 
think the principle upon which it is built 
is wrong. Too much power is necessary 
to sustain it. An enormous amount of 
force is required to .drive an inclined 
plane against the air so rapidly that it 
will rise and carry weight.” 

He was asked to give his idea of what 
a flying machine should be. 

“If I were to build a flying machine,” 
he replied, “I would plan to sustain it 
by means of a number of rapidly revolv- 
ing inclined planes, the effect of which 
would be to raise the machine by com- 
pressing the air betWeen the planes and 
the earth. Such a machine would rise 
from the ground as a bird rises. Then 
I would drive the machine ahead with 
a propeller.” 

“Has your plan ever been tried?” 

“Oh, yes; I read in the newspapers 
only the other day that somebody had 
succeeded in flying eight miles with such 
a machine. I don’t know who the man 
was.’ 

Mr. Edison was sated what Mr. Har- 
riman would be likely to do 10 years 
hence if, while in San Francisco, he 
desired to reach New York in the short- 
est possible time, as he did in May, 
1906, when he came through on a special 
train in 71 hours and 27 minutes. 

“He would probably take a flying 
machine,” he replied, “and come home in 
30 hours. He could do it. The flying 
machine is going to be used for pas- 
senger business. Trains will continue to 
carry the bulk of the traffic, but 10 
years from now, if a man wants to go in 
a hurry and can pay the price, he will 
go through the air. Nor will he be in 
any more danger than if he were travel- 
ing on a train.” 

“Isn’t it thinkable that a method will 
yet be discovered of wirelessly trans- 
mitting electrical energy from the earth 
to the motor of a machine in mid-air?” 

“Yes, it is,” he replied. “I don’t know 
how to do it, but there is no reason to 
believe it cannot be done and will not 
some day be done. 

“There would be practically no limit 
to the amount of energy that might be 
put behind a machine, and therefore no 
limit within reason to the speed that 
might be attained. But until this dis- 
covery is made the aeronauts will have 
to get along with some kind of explosive 
engines. Now they are exploding gas- 
oline in the cylinders. Gasoline is pretty 
explosive, but some other things are 
more 80. 

“Some day it is going to be impossible 
to conduct wars. Up to this time we 
have gone on making the armor plate 
that no projectile could pierce and fol- 
lowing it with the projectile that could 
pierce any armor plate. That can’t go 
on forever. The time is coming when a 
means of attack will be discovered that 
cannot be resisted. 

“IT am not sure the flying machine is. 
not going to constitute that means of 
attack. If so it will be the greatest dis- 
covery, #0 far as its effects upon civili- 
zation are coneerned, in the history of 
the world. It will end war, for there 
ean be no war when there is no means 


of defense.”

Whether 

from a military standpoint it was worth the 

candle is something that in all propriety 

should be left to the decision of those quali- 

fiel to pass upon it. This newspaper de- 

War Game | clined to view it narrowly at the beginning ; 

' it must decline to view it narrowly now. 

While existing conditions make war a 

possibility, those nations most deeply con- 

cerned in the maintenance of peace are justi- 

fied in making the disturbance of the peace a very serious matter 

for the disturber. It would be folly for us to close our eyes to the 

facts; if we open our eyes to them we shall be in a better position 

either to ignore them finally, or to dispose of them in a manner con- 
ducive to our own good or to the welfare of humanity. 

It would be easy to make light of the war game. But it 1s no 
small thing, and nothing to make light of, that we have thousands 
or tens of thousands of young men who would go into a real war 
as readily as into a mock battle in defense of the republic and its 
institutions. The knowledge that we have these young ‘men is 
gratifying to every worthy human instinct and sentiment—the con- 
viction that behind us and all around us, forming the main fortifica- 
tion line of the nation, is vigor, courage and unselfishness that would 
halk at no sacrifice in defense of our liberties, is morally elevating 
and inspiring. 

The world is growing better every day. Nations are growing 
nearer and nearer to each other. Peoples are coming to understand 
and to appreciate each other, and to measure their responsibility to 
each other, and their duty toward each other, more and more every 
day. The process is necessarily slow; but the cementing of the 
nations is going on. The time is coming when there will be no more 
war. \Ve do well to hope and to pray that this time may be hastened ; 
we do better when we guard jealously and unremiuttingly every foot 
of the way we have already gained in the direction of universal peace. 

We do not want war, though we may play at it. We shall not 
seek it. We shall do everything that 1s possible to avoid it. We 
shall even refuse to court it by permitting ourselves to be unpre- 
pared for it.

and the waterways must be brought together 
and made to work together. If they work 
in harmony and not in rivalry, we shall come 
very near to a solution of the cheap transportation problem. Senator 
surton of Ohio advocates legislation looking to the enforcement 
of a live-and-let-live policy. His idea is that the railways should be 
prevented trom handling freight at a loss merely for the purpose of 
destroving waterway competition. He calls attention to the fact 
that Germany has adopted a policy that enables the two systems to 
operate side by side to their: mutual profit. Prussia at the present 
time is w orking out a scheme of waterway improvements that 
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arms. The war footing includes 52,000 infantry, 3600 cavalry and 
366 pieces of artillery; the reserves call for 100,000 men. These 
figures, however, are regarded as purely nominal. Turkey, on the 
other hand, has now massed in Macedonia alone twenty-four divisions 
of infantry, three divisions of cavalry and three of artillery, a total 
of $82 battalions, 110 squadrons and 171 batteries. Thus her Mace- 
donian troops alone are far more numerous than the entire Greek 
army. As for equipment and military qualities, the Turkish soldier 
is far superior to the Greek. Even on sea, the Greeks are no match 
for the Ottomans. Since the reorganizatgon of her fleet, Turkey pos- 
sesses seven fairly efficient warships, six modern destroyers and 
fifteen torpedo boats, against Greece's four ships and twenty torpedo 
boats. 

As the powers would not allow Turkey to annex Hellenic 
territory today any more than they did after the last campaign, 
an Ottoman invasion would be stopped at a very early stage. By 
no stretch of imagination, therefore, could a Grecian campaign result 
in a brilliant success for Ottoman prestige. But it may be asked 
whether a Turkish aggression might not precipitate the inevitable 
retreat of Islam across the Bosphorus.

The Presi- Tax 
dent's complacency is attributable on the one 
side to trust in his own knowledge of consti- 
tutional law, and, on the other, to his trust in the legal ability of 
Secretary Wickersham and Senator Root, who assisted in the framing 
of the provision. 

Assuming that President Taft's confidence is well founded and 
that the court decisions will justify it, there still remains a matter 
in connection with the enforcement of the provision which will call 
for the exercise of the executive’s recognized discretion and tact 
to the highest degree. 

It is being recalled now that in his speech of acceptance, 1n his 
inaugural address, and during his campaign tours, he definitely com- 
mitted himself to the so-called Roosevelt policies, and declared that 
the principal aim of his administration would be to establish the 
necessary machinery to enforce the laws enacted in accordance with 
those policies. It is also being recalled that Mr. Taft said it was 
necessary to complete and perfect machinery by which the standards 
of the last administration might be maintained, by which law-breakers 
might promptly be restrained and punished, but which should operate 
with such accuracy and despatch as to interfere with legitimate 
business as little as possible. | 

Here we have a glimpse of the situation that is soon to open 
before the Taft administration. Ilowever obnoxious the corporation 
tax law may be to the great business interests of the country, it is 
the possible method of enforcing it, rather than the tax that will be 
levied through it, that gives them excuse for alarm. For the first 
time in our history the federal authorities, under the operation of this 
law, will be privileged to examine the books and inquire thoroughly 
into the affairs of private corporations; for the first time it will be 
in the power of the federal authorities to close a commercial or 
industrial concern, as they now may close a bank that 1s not comply- 
ing strictly with the law; and the possibility that this tremendous 
power may be exercised to destroy the credit and the business of 
concerns that for any reason have incurred federal displeasure creates 
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THE CLOSENEss of the pennant race in both 
oft the great leagues last vear accounted to a 
large degree for the success of the season in 
a professional and tinancial sense. .\t its 
el a range of seven points included the 
three leading teams in the National league, 
while the margin of ditference between the 
first and third teams of the \merican league 
was only nine points.

It may be remembered by even the occasional baseball enthusiast 
that Detroit carried off the championship in the .\American league 
series of last year, winning ninety games and losing sixty-three. 
In repetition of what had occurred in the previous vear, the Chicago 
Nationals and the Detroit Americans were the contestants for the 
world's championship, Chicago winning four of the five games plaved. 

In the National league series Chicago had won the pennant for 
the third consecutive time, with ninety-nine games on the credit and 
fifty-five games on the debit side of the ledger. 

Chicago, New York, Pittsburg. was the order of the three 
leading teams in the National league last year; this vear, so far, it is 
Pittsburg, Chicago, New York, with Cuineimnati fourth. Last 
year Boston held sixth place at the close; it 1s now in eighth, or last, 
place. In the American league last vear, at the finish, the order was 
Detroit, Cleveland, Chicago; so tar this year the order 1s Philadelphia, 
Detroit, Boston, Cleveland being tourth and Chicago fifth. In this 
league at the close of last season Boston stood fitth. These changes, 
extremely interesting in themselves, give hint of possibilities that 
will be even more so.

that she wants war at all costs. What has 

| long ceased to be a suspicion is the chaos 

reigning in constitutional Turkey and its primary cause: the utter 

lack of capable men in the ranks of the Committee of Union and 
Progress. 

The success of the committee in putting forward its own men 
has been extremely modest, and in the main it had to fall back on 
distinguished “Old Turks,” while its civil rule had to be propped by 
a military dictatorship. Only a brilliant success, it is felt in Con- 
stantinople, can restore its prestige. Logically, this success should 
be sought in the field of economic advancement. Unfortunately, the 
military preponderance has grown to’ such an extent during the 
extraordinary preparations for a conflict with Greece that the gener- 
alissimo ts reported as openly admitting his inability to hold the Mace- 
donian army in leash much longer. Hence the brilliant success is 
sought elsewhere than in domestic reforms. 

Yet, ts it possible that constitutional Turkey aspires to those 
petty laurels Kdhem Pasha gathered twelve years ago for the old 
regime, on the plains of Thessaly? Has Greece become a worthier 
foe since Larissa? The peace footing of the Hellenic army calls 
for 22,000 men, of whem, however, only 10,000 are actually under 
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administration that would permit offenses against the rights of 
persons and property would soon fall into disrepute and cease to 
be capable of exercising either influence or power. 

One thing is very certain, President Taft is too wise and too 


just to permit during his term any attempt on the part of federal.

unworthy purposes. And by the time President Taft’s term shaft 
have expired, it is reasonable to assume that we shall have whatever 
safeguards the business of the country may demand against misuse 
of the corporation law. 
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—————| Tne Pact that udvertisérs are often led to 
employ more or less strategy in the effort to 
gain attention probably accounts for the prac- 
tise of displaying announcements in inacces- 
sible places. In the thought of many people 
there is but little difference, however, as to the 
comparative merits of intruding an advertise- 
ment on a particularly choice bit of landscape 
and the custom of lining public highways with 
eranve ioe billboards. For some years past there has 
been a growing conviction that the custom of marring the aspect of 
city and country streets and lanes in this way 1s anything but de- 
sirable and in some states efforts have been made to curtail this 
form of display by a tax on the space thus employed. In fact the 
sentiment in favor of the discontinuance of billboard advertising 
has grown to such an extent that at the present hour the predic- 
tion that within a few years the practise will come into disuse 
hardly seems far-fetched. The entire country appears to have been 
surfeited with the display of billboards along lines of railroad and 
trolley travel and ready to welcome any remedy that promises to 
correct the abuse. 

The hands that many civic improvement associations ‘have 
raised against billboard advertising have not been entirely without 
good effect: in fact their protests have done much to foster the 
sentiment that promises final extinction of the billboard. It is strange 
that the advertisers themselves have not discovered the chance they 
run of encountering disfavor by employing that means of secur- 
ing publicity. Unsightly boards seem destined to disappear like the 
town crier and bellman, who were employed long ago to announce 
the arrival and sale of merchandise as well as to give news of the 
hour. Just as our civic authorities no longer tolerate the practise 
of strewing dodgers or circulars. promiscuously about the streets, 
so the determined effort to retire billboards to oblivion seems worthy 
to succeed. The public will eventually care enough about the mere 
look of things to bar all that is ugly from its lines of travel.
